But Week of April 12 Showed Some 


Improvement Over Tlmt of Week 


iMjnertWjJy Preceding. 


The output of bituminous coal dur- 


ing the week ended April 12, says the 
report or the United States Geological 
Survey, was a considerable improve- 
ment over tile tonnage produced dur- 
ing the week preceding;. Estimates 
place the current week's output at 
7,417,000 net tons, as compared with 
6,96T,OM fcet tons during the week 
ended April 5 As in pT8^ lo-us weefes, 
the current meet's production Jell lai 
below that ,it the same week of 1D18.I 
the decrease amounting to 3,300,000 
net ton*, or approximately 30 per 
cent. 


For the calendar year to date the 


output is estimated at 120,340,000 net 
tone, and laVls approximately 35,000,- 
000 net tons behind the output dur- 
ibg the same period of last year, esti- 
mated al 155,808,000 net tons. The 
average production per working day 
during the week ended April 12 is es- 
timated at 1,236,000 net tons, as com- 
pered with 1,373,000 net tons for this 
calendar year to date, and 1,765,004 
net tons for the preceding year. 


The production of anthracite in the 


C lifted States,, during xtho week end- 
ed April 32 is estimated at 1,750,000 j 
net tons, and exceeds the previous 
week's production by one-halt a mil- 
lion net tons, or M per cent, but falls 
behind; the output of tkf correspond- 
ing week of last year by izo.oOO net 
tons, or seven per cent. 


The total production for the calen- 


dar year to dafp is estimated at 20, 
653,000 net tons, as compared with 


27,434,000 net tons during the same 
period of last year. 


LOWEST PRODUCTION 


Of BseMve Coke in Recent Teais Has 


Recorded in IVccJc Eaded April 13. 
.According to the United States Geo- 
logical Survey, the production of bee- 
hive coke in the United States during 
the week ended April 12, is estimated 
at 318,458 not tons, and is the lowest 
production recorded in recent years 
This low tonnage was approximately 
31,000 net tons, or nine per cent be- 
low _the production of the week pre- 
ceding, and was but 55 per cent of the 
output of the week of April il3, 1918. 


The large falling ott during the cur- 


rent week mas localized in Pennsyl- 
vania wheie tie decrease, conrpare'l 
with the week preceding, amountel 
to approximately 27,600 net tons or 
10 per cent West Virginia also fell 
behind slightly, while in the other 
states very little change occurred 
compared ivith the week of April 5. 


The dally average daring the week 


ended April 12 is estimated at 43,070 
net tons, as compared with an aver- 
age daily production for the calendar 
year to date of 75.504 net tons.

It was- not only to be a 
Icnsue to enforce peace between the 
nations, but was to lay down certain 
principles which should Insnre peace, 
ntul prosperity within tile borders of 
the nations.

Himce. 


Emporor A!f\t;:nder »t ibat time was 


under the Influence if a mystic. 
It 


seems that there was an "occult party" 
nhoul the Russian throne then, just as 
there was In the recent days of the 
late Empernr Nicholas. Emperor Alex- 
ander declared that there should he on 
alliance of nations founded upon hiph- 
er principles than those which had 
heretofore guided 
the councils of 


princes and labored assiduously to ob- 
tain converts to bis plan. By a procla- 
mation Issued at St. Petersburg dated 
"on the day of the birth of our Savior, 
25. December. 1815" the czar ordered 
read in nil the churches n "convention 
concluded at Paris on the 25th of Sep- 
tember, ISIP, between the emperors of 
Kcssla and Austria and tie king of 
Prussia." 


Ob'jcot in Forming League. 


In It these three sovereigns solemnly 


declared that they had "no other ob- 
ject in forming the league except to 
publish to the whole world the fact 
that in the administration of their re- 
spective governments, as well as In 
their relations with foreign states," 
they would take for their sole guidance 
tlie precepts of tlie Christian religion, 
namely, justice, charity and peace. By 
Its terras the signatory nations were to 
keep peace with each other and gen- 


erally see that peace was not disturbed 
throughout the world. 


All the 'European nations subse- 


quently signed the covenant except 
England. The restored king of France; 
did -not withhold his consent. In Eng- 
land, however, the Holy Alliance was. 
looked upon wltij suspicion from the' 
first, and tiougi ttiere is no doubt of- 
the sincerity of Emperor Alexander: 
5t was feared that it might serve as a', 
cloak for tyranny and territorial Eg-; 
grandlzement. The terms of tne al-i 
liance were so drawn as to be highlyj 
altruistic in the enunciation of prin-: 
ciples but somewhat hazy with regard; 
to their application. Metternlcb, the, 
Austrian premier, approved the al-J 
liance with a few cynical remark*.. 
Wellington said England would de- 
mand "something more definite." 
| 


What hud been feared by the Eng-: 


Hsh statesmen happened. The Holy! 
Alliance was evoked by interested sov- 
ereigns to covt-r acts of tyranny and: 
aggression. Imperial historians agree; 
that the treaty of the Holy Alliance- 
Itself was afterwards unjustly blamed; 
for the acts committed in Its name. At; 
Veromi In 1S22 the Holy Alliance -3e-i 
tennined upon interference in Spain to, 
suppress the popular uprising therei 
and France, as "mandatory." carried 
out that resolution. 


Enunciation of Monroe Doctrlnft.

At this congress of the Holy Alliance, 


at Verona the proposition was made; 
and agitated, but not brocgbt to a; 
vote, tliat the armies of the alliance! 
should cross the seas and effect a con- 
quest of the revolted American colonies 
of Spain. 
When the news of this 


reached England, Canning, BrttlsJ] dec-- 
retnry of foreign affairs, wrote to K?., 
Rush, American minister to England.; 
Mr. Hush wrote to President Monroe- 
and the result was the enunciation of; 
the Monroe doctrine. 


The idea of the Holy Alliance, as 23m-; 


peror Alexander planned It, was sub-- 
lime. But it worked in a diametrically- 
opposite manner from what '.be Jn- 
tended. Perhaps its provisions were 
too vaguely drawn—perhaps the -world' 
was not readv for It After the con-; 
gress of Verona It began to "peter; 
out," and ceased to exist in 1880.
